To secure early cabbages, sow seed in fall in boxes 
and winter the young plants in cold frames, or it 
may be sown in February or March in hotbeds The 
latter plan is generally adopted in this neighbor- 
hood. The February sown plants, when large 
enough, should be transplanted into cold frames, 
and as eariy as the ground is in fit condition they 
should be planted into the garden in rows about two 
feet and about eighteen inches in the row. The late 
varieties should be sown about the lst of May and 
set out in the gardenin July. As these grow larger 
than the early varieties, they should be planted in 
Tows about three feet apart and about two feet 
apart in the row. 


‘EARLY SPRING CABBAGE--This now famous 
extra early cabbage has been grown by a number of 
the progressive cabbage growers of the country. and 
it has given enuire satisfaction.
